Brockton but only for a 
while In 12 - 15 months, 


they will return to the mission 
field They are Assembly of 
God missionaries, and have 
served the last three years in 
Senegal. West Africa, in the 
town of Tambacounda. During 
this stay at home, they will 
raise the support they need to 
serve another tour

There they lived in dormitor- 
ies during the school term, 
and were visited by their par- 
ents monthly. “Did we ever 
miss them!” exclaimed the

The —school was run by 
United World Mission, Conser- 
yative Baptist and Assemblies 
of God. Each group provided 
two teachers for the mission 
school According to Mom 
and Dad, the boys loved living 
in Tambacounda, and miss it 
very much 


While on their monthly .trip 
to Dakar, they picked up sup- 
plies - such as butter, eggs, 
cheese, pork chops, which 
they kept in a cooler till they 


‘returned home 


They got vegetables in 
season - which was the rainy 
season, lasting from June thr- 
ough October Aside from 
fresh vegetables - and the 
land was very dry In fact 
their house had to be mopped 
every day to keep the dust 
cleaned away. They had a 
male African helper for this 
and other duties 


The house the Wilkes 
lived in was built by Charles 
Greenaway, the first Assembly 
missionary to Africa Rev 
Greenaway’s wife is the for- 
mer Mary Dubose, siter to 
Marcus Dubose of Elba. He 
is now the Missionary Field 
Superintendent for Europe, the 
Mid-East and part of Asia, 
(for the Assembly Church), 
and lives in Springfield, Mo 

Rev. Wilkes served a pas- 
torate in Troy before leav- 
ing there in 1968. His office 
on the mission field is that of 
missionary pastor

The main food of the area 
is rice; but a special meal is 
prepared in the following man- 
ner Fish, sweet potatoes, 
vegetable egg, carrots, cab- 
bage, and irish potatoes are 
all cooked one at atime in 
the same container and put 
aside Then, rice is cooked 
in this broth, to which are 


added things like tomato sauce 


and peppers. Then for serv- 
ing, the rice is removed to a 
large gourd bowl, and the 
previously cooked ingredients 
are spread over it. “It is 
delicious, " said Mrs. Wilkes. 
‘We have it when we have 
missionary friends over, and 
our helper prepares it. It is 
too much for just our family.” 


The Africans there eat 
mostly with their hands, and 
“it is an art,” said Mrs. 
Wilkes. “They put their hands 
to their mouths, and they 
bring them down clean of food. 
I couldn't do it.” Of course 
they sometimes use spoons - 
which are smali gourds 

The average adult  con- 
sumes about a pound of rice 
per day if he can get it. 


The missionaries of the 
surrounding area get together 
for a retreat occasionally, and 
have recreation and devotions 
together. 

Grain is beaten by means 
of a pile (pronounced pee-lay) 
Two or three women hold 
the mallets, and use them to- 


gether in perfect rhythm - one 
and then the other - down into 
the container 

“They sometimes wake us 
up,” said Rev. Wilkes, “with 
their rhytmic beating early 
in the morning. “The beat of 
their tom-toms will also put 
us to sleep at night,” he said. 
“That is their music.” 

In the picture, Mrs. Wilkes 
is wearing what the American 
missionaries have come tocall 
“Social Security Beads.” An 
African woman goes to market 
for food ( a daily routine), 
and if she has apy money left, 
buys a particular stone. These 
she collects and saves until 
she is too old to work;then 
she will take a stone to the 
market and get food for. it. 


The large statue depicts a 
Marabout - a Moslem spiri- 
tual leader;the other two are 
a man and woman of the 
Pheul ‘tribe. There is a 
straw-looking hat made by 
the Bassaris; a miniature pile 
(pee-lay) bowl and instrument; 
a small tom-tom drum, anda 
carved gazelle. These were 
all bought by the Wilkes’ for 
a small sum. 


They are wearing boo-boos. 
Most of the women wear them, 
and many chiefs wear the kind 
worn by Rey. Wilkes: They 
are sewn on machines by the 
men, not the women, includ- 
ing the design - without pat- 
terns; and are made from 
various materials - ranging 
from very expensive to ordi- 
nary.

Coffee County has some out- 
standing young farmers. Most 
of them are in business with 
their parents. Eachone appears 
to have a different arrangement 
but most agreements seem to be 
working fine. I talked to two of 
these young farmers the other 
day. One is Larry Adkinsonand 
the other is Ray Mathews. They 
are the sons of Mr. and Mrs. Jeff 
Adkinson and Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Mathews. 

Larry and Ray are neigh- 
bors. They are both farming 
with their dads and they grow 
peanuts, broilers, beef cattle 
and hogs. They keep fully occu- 
pied on the farm practically all 
of the time. 

. We have other young men 
who are in their early 20’s who 
are getting started. I think the 
future is extremely bright for 
those young people who have 
Sufficient land and resources 
to get started in farming. Most 
of the time this is just about 
impossible without the help of 
their parents. Withthe shortage 
of labor nowadays a father-son 
combination can work satisfact- 
orily for both parties. 


CHANGES 
Jim Starling, superintendent 
of the Wiregrass Substation, sh- 
owed some slides and made an 
excellent talk on work being 
done there. Starling spoke to 
members of the Coffee County 
Farmers Co-op at the Enter- 
prise High School lunchroom 
last Thursday night. Starling 
pointed out the early work /of 
the experiment station and 
showed some of the current re- 
Search that is being done in 
crops and in livestock. Heem- 
phasized that most of their close 
research is being done onpea- 
nuts because of the importance 
of peanuts in the Wiregrass. 
Starling said that farmers 
had gone through three big chan- 
ges in the past 30 years. The 
first change was the change 
from mule power to tractor 
power. The second big change 
began 10-12 years ago with the 
wide use of chemicals to con- 
trol grass and weeds in crops. 
The third big change, he said, 
is occurring now and concerns 
financing. According to Star- 
ling, financing production of 
crops and livestock is changing 
rapidly. I can see this change, 
,and I would certainly recom- 
‘mend that early plans and early 
arrangements be made for those 
who finance crops and livestock 
production. The banks and other 
lending institutions need to

Lancaster County is first in 
agricultural income among non- 
irrigated counties in the United 
States. I assume that some of 
the irrigated counties in Calif- 
ornia surpass this county. How- 
ever, it is 12th overall in the 
United States. Farmers in that 
county take great pride in their 
agriculture much the same as 
we do here in Coffee County and 
the Wiregrass. 


HUNGER 

I notice in the press and 
television the hungry and half- 
starved people in Bangladesh 
and also in India. 1 served in 
India in Burma for about 22 
months in World War Il. I 
noticed a lot of poorly fed 
people at that time. In fact, 
occasionally while I was there 
they would have cholera epi- 
demics and large numbers of 
people would die each day in 
the streets and suburbs of Cal- 
cutta. 

When I was there, they made 
widespread use of oxen to pull 
wooden plows. They probably 
still use some oxen, but some 
have tractors. India isa count- 
ry of over 600 million people -- 
three times the population of the 
United States. They have one- 
third as much land area as this 
country. Unless something is 
done in the next few years, this 
mass hunger and some starva- 
tion is bound to get worse. 

As a British priest serving 
in Calcutta in 1945 said to me, 
“You in America have so much 
and we have so little.”’ 


DAIRYING 

I visited a 2,800 cow dairy 
in Arizona recently. This was 
the largest dairy in the state of 
Arizona. The average produc- 
tion per cow annually is 14,300 
pounds of milk. Forty percent 
of the baby heifer calves are 
shipped to Idaho, Montana and 
California when they are five 
to six months old. They return 
to Arizona as heavy springers 
when they are about two years 
old. 

You might wonder why any- 
one would want to milk 2,800 
cows. Actually, two huge dair- 
ies combined about two years 
ago to set up one dairy. 

Cows are kept outside in 
unpaved lots -- about 100 cows 
per lot. Each lot appears to 
be about one-half acre in size. 
They keep all their heifer cal- 
ves for replacements. Bull cal- 
ves are: sold at two or three 
days of age. With their set- 
up, teams of men using very 
modern milking machines milk 
the cows in eight hours -- 
four hours in the early morning 
and four hours in the after- 
noon. 

One of their big problems 
is getting rid of the manure. 
They are developing means to 
collect and spread it back on 
some of their adjoining farm 
lands. The entire operation is 
located on less than 80 acres 
of land.

Many have come to know 
the Southeastern section of Al- 
abama as the “Wiregrass 
Area.’’ There are 3,952,000 
acres Of land included in this 
area, covering Barbour, Cof- 
fee, Covington, Crenshaw, 
Dale, Geneva, Henry, Hous- 
ton, and Pike counties. 

The District presented this 
display to the Library because 
many people nativetoourarea 
have never seen the plant and 
would not be able to recognize 
it. For the sake ofgenerations 
to come, the naming of the 
“Wiregrass’’ should have 
some historical significance. 
Some say that the first set- 
tlers who spotted the grass 
growing wild, labeled it 
‘‘Wiregrass,’’ and eventually 
the entire southeastern area 
grew to the called this. 

What date in history did 
this area get it’s name? What 
is a Wiregrass? These are 
just a few questions which may 
come to mind when viewing 
the display. The stems be- 
ing long, have the appearance 
of wire. 

Although, early grazing of 
this grass produces gain in 
cattle, it toughens, presenting 
a grazing problem. Burning 
which discourages growth of 
the better grasses, is almost 
necessary to make it usable. 
The unsuitability of wiregrass 
for pasture grazing has lended 
to it’s destruction.

Still Just A Game 


Coach Paul ‘‘Bear’’ Bryant of Alabama made an excellent 
point a few days ago when he came to the defense of a num- 
ber of football coaches who are under fire from the fans. 

He stated: ‘‘I don’t think people would do it if they stop- 
ped to think about what kind of job they're doing themselves 
in their own work."’ 


The reason I feel this is a good point is because Iam 
convinced that few people, no matter what their job or pro- 
fession, could function under the pressures put on a high sch- 
00] football coach. 

A bad season, offen caused by injuries to key players, 
the attitude of key players, and sometimes the erratic bounce 


of the ball, can make the best of coaches a prime candidate 
for ulcers. 


Even though Coach Bryant’s comments were centered ma- 
inly around college coaches, I feel the statement holds es- 
pecially true for our coaches here in Elba. 

Before the 1974-75 football season began, Elba had ‘‘3”’ 
legitimate all-conference, and possibly all-state candidates. 
They were Bill Mickle, Richard Brunson, and Mickey Mar- 
ler. None of these boys have played since mid-season. 


Bill dropped out of school due to personal reasons, while 
Richard broke his ankle, and Mickey separated his shoulder. 
Add to this, the injury of junior-linebacker Danny Haley, who 
was named ‘‘player-of-the-week’’ by the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser one week, and who the following week was hobbling on 
crutches, the victim of a severe knee-injury. When you ask 
why Elba’s record isn’t up-to-par, how about considering the 
above mentioned facts. 


Stop and think, how would you like to depend on how well 
“ll” teenage boys play football, for a means of supporting 
your family? You wouldn’t, right? 

Well, that is what high school coaches must do. 

Bryant “added: ‘*People ought to stop and think and give 
a man a ‘‘chance,’’ and not embarrass his family by constant 
critisism!’’ 


I fully agree. At ine same time, I’m beginning to worry. 
Maybe football fans are making too much -out of the game 
when they resort to vicious criticism of the coaches. 

After all, football is still just a game, a pastime, a sport. 
I would like to see Elba win the state title every year, but even 
Coach Bryant suffered through hard-times before he became a 
constant winner.

Troy had a chance to tally 
early in the opening quarter, 
when the Trojan’s Clarence 
Taylor picked off a Cashaerial 
and returned it to the Elba 24 
yard line. The Trojan’s Sammy 
Bean then ran on four-consec- 
utive plays, giving the Trojans 
a fourth down and one on the 
Elba three. On the fourthdown 
play John McKellar hit the 
middle, but was stopped for no 
gain, and Elba took over. 

Elba couldn't move, how- 
ever, and were forced to punt 
out of their endzone. Smith’s 
punt carried 26 yards, but Troy 
was again in business at the 
Elba 34. 

The Trojan’s good-fortune 
was shortlived, when on the 
next play Troy’s quarterback 
Bobby Knotts fumbled, and 
Elba’s John Mincy recovered 
the miscue in mid-airand ram- 
bled 23 yards to the Trojan 
48 yard line. 

The Tigers then began a 
drive to paydirt. 

After Tommy Cooper re- 
versed for 3 yards, Russ Cash 
fired a pass toStan Lewis, good 
for 13 yards. Larry Phillips 
carried twice for eight yards, 
and after Cash optioned for six, 
Phillips went 12 yards to the 
Troy five yard line. Phillips 
then carried to the one, and 
the first quarter ended withthe 
score 0-0, but with the Tigers 
knocking on the door. 

On the first play of the sec- 
ond quarter, Ronnie Culver 
bulled over for the score, and 
after Clive Collier's kick was 
true, Elba led 7-0. 

The Tigers began their sec- 
ond touchdown drive with 2:55 
left in the half, following a pass 
interception by the Tigers’ 
Freddie Hanchey 

After Elba was penalized 
back to their 42, Max Fuller 
entered the game at quarter- 
back; and promptly fired a 
36 yard bomb to Stan Lewis. 
The play moved the ball to the 
Troy 22 yard line, and after 
Troy was penalized for a per- 
sonal foul, Elba was inbusiness 
at the Trojan 11 yard line 
On the next play, Phillips swept 
the left-side, and waltzed in 
for the touchdown. Collier's

After ty nning plays net 
ted only two yards, the Tro 
jan quarterback, Bobby Knotts 


hit David Sunday for a 16 yard 
pass play. Marvin Williams 
then carried twice for 32 yards, 
moving the ball to the Elba 13 
yard line. After Williams hit 
for six, senior running back 
Sammy Bean bulled over from 
the seven for the Trojan’s ini- 
tial score. McKellar bulled 
over for the two point con- 
version and with %:11 left in 
the third quarter, Troy had 
narrowed the gap to 14-8. 

The Tigers’ final score 
came after Shane Bullard re- 
covered a fumbled punt return 
on the Troy 37 yard line. 

On the first play following 
the recovery. quarterback, Max 
Fuller fired a 35 yard pass to 
Stan Lewis, moving the ball 
to the Trojan two yard line. 
Ronnie Culver then blasted 
over for the score, and after 
Collier’s kick was dgain good, 
Elba had stretched their lead 
to 21-8. 

After Troy received the 
kick, they began another drive 
toward paydirt, only to fall 
short. 

With the ball resting on the 
Troy 28, Troy ran five straight 
running plays, moving the ball 
out to the 42, as the quarter 
ended with Elba holding a 21-8 
lead.

After Marvin Williams car- 
ried three times for 16 yards, 
Elba was penalized 15 yards 
for a personal foul. Knotts 
then passed twice for 30 yards, 
giving Troy a first and 10atthe 
Elba 17 yard line. Williams 
then hit twice for 8 yards, fol- 
lowed by a four yard gain by 
Knotts. Williams then gained 
four yards tothe one, and Knotts 
sneaked over for the touch- 
down. McKellar again got the 
two-point conversion, and with 
only 2:01 left in the game, Troy 

had cut the Elba lead to 21-16 

Troy tried an onside kick, 
but Elbas’ Freddie Mallory 
pounced on the ball on the 50 
yard line 

Elba then tried to run out 
the clock, but were forced to 
punt Smith's punt carried 
only © yards, giving the Tro- 
jan one last chance on their 
3° yard line, with only :31 
seconds remaining inthe game 


Knotts then mis-fired twice, but 
on the third-down, hit Sammy 
Bean with a pass, andthe shifty 
running back dodged several 
Tiger tacklers, and broke into 
the open. However, Elba safety 
Freddie Hanchey madea game- 
Saving tackle, and with :02 sec- 
onds left, Troy had the ball on 
the Elba 30. 

The Trojan quarterback 
fired a pass into the endzone 
on the game's final play, but the 
pass fell incomplete, and the 


final score read: Elba 21, 
Troy 16.
